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Intro) ...that I have marked in my mind never to be forgotten. Like 
so many other places in the word of God we see a pattern for our 
own lives in the life of the children of Israel. A pattern of 
repentance toward God, return to God, reliance on God and 
remembrance of God that can be easily applied to our lives.. 

1) ...godly sorrow, the front end of repentance. How often 
does God us things to grab our attention and remind is of 
a sinking spiritual condition, a dusty Bible, a questioning 
child, a church sign. Things that generate a remorse in 
hearts and cause us to ask, how did I end up here. 

2) 2 Timothy 4:2 Preach the word; be instant in season, out 
of season; reprove (show them their wrong), rebuke (tell 
them how bad their wrong is), exhort (how to make their 
wrong right) with all longsuffering and doctrine. 


3) ...as soon as they turned to God, the enemy started 
rattling swords. 
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1) He's the one that brought the victory. When their desire 
was turned toward the Lord alone and away from idols, 
God brought victory as never before. 


2) ...repentance, we can once again regain that peace that 
has been pillaged by the enemy, that growth that has 
been stunted by the enemy, that joy that has been 
robbed by the enemy! 


3) ...need to meet him at Mizpeh? My be you have and the 
faith that you have expressed there has come under 
attack: "Cease not to cry unto the Lord our God for us" 
Remind us of His saving blood and past deliverance by it.
